DEALERS CONFER 
HERE ON DRIVE 
FOR GLEAN PRINT 


Reporting progress in their cam ­ 
paign to purge Adams county com­ 
munities of indecent reading m at­ 
ter through their Legion 
of 
De­ 
cency, members of a committee of 
Catholic women leading the move­ 
m ent and rectors of two 
of 
the 
largest Catholic parishes 
in 
the 
county 
conferred 
at 
the 
court 
house Monday afternoon with Dis­ 
trict Attorney John P. Butt and 
four magazine distributors. 
The distributors, who represented 
the Hanover News agency and the 
American News company, and the 
district attorney 
were 
handed by 
the committee 
a 
list “about 75“ 
publications th at are held 
to 
be 
“objectionable” because of the type 
of advertising, reading m aterial or 
illustrations they contain. 
Going over the 
list 
of publica­ 
tions individually, the 
group 
dis­ 
cussed the 
m erits 
of 
each 
and 
sought to learn the agency hand­ 
ling them. 
Following the confer­ 
ence it was reported th a t the dis­ 
tributors had informed the com­ 
mittee that many, although not a 
majority, 
of 
the 
objectionable 
magazines 
are 
“bootleg 
m atter” 
and are not handled by establish­ 
ed dealers. 
Warns Distributors 
The committee and the district 
attorney warned 
the 
distributors 
present from Hanover, 
York 
and 
Harrisburg they must conform to 
the federal postal regulations re­ 
garding the sending of indecent or 
immoral 
literature 
through 
the 
mails. 
The 
committee 
members 
said they have the promise of the 
district attorney to investigate the 
prevalence and source of “bootleg” 
printed 
m atter 
that 
may 
be on 
sale in Adams county. 
The committee heard th at “boot­ 
leg” publications are either 
very 
scarce or entirely lacking on news 
stands In this county. 
Committee 
members say magazine news stands 
are located 
only 
in 
Gettysburg, 
New’ Oxford, Littlestowm 
and 
Mc­ 
Sherrystown in this county. Oilier 
county 
towns 
either 
have 
no 
agencies or do not handle any of 
the 
objectionable 
types of publi­ 
cations. 
A spokesman for the committee 
said th at the m atter of prosecutions 
for handling the indecent printed 
m atter or pictures Is to be taken up 
at a conference to be held by the 
district attorneys of this section of 
the state. 
Some Improvement Seen 
At Monday s meeting it was stated 
that since the campaign against ob­ 
jectionable publications was launch­ 
ed 
many 
magazines 
have 
made 
much improvement in the materials 
contained 
in 
their 
recent 
issues. 
Some that previously were on the 
“black list” have been transferred 
to the approved publications, it was 
stated.

‘DR. RANDLE' IS 
INDICTED FOR 
FALSE PRETENSE 


20 FROM LEGION 
VOLUNTEER AS 
BLOOD DONORS 


News reports from 
W ashington, 
D. C., tell of the indictm ent there 
recently of a Rosalyn Randle, be­ 
lieved to be the Mrs. Helen Randle, 
self-styled 
dietitian, 
psychologist 
and 
psychiatrist 
who lectured in 
Gettysburg in July, 1933. and plied 
her trade in this county for several 
weeks. 
Rosalyn” Randle has been 
indicted on a false pretense charge. 
Gettysburg last heard from Mrs. 
Randle In November of 1937 when 
state motor police here were asked 
by W areham, M assachusetts, officers 
for inform ation on her record. 
A 
teletype message received here told 
of the arrest of Mrs. 
Randle at 
Wareham on a charge of “illegal 
practice of medicine.” 
She 
was 
known there as Doctor Randle. Po­ 
lice gave her age as 58. 
When she 
was here in 1933 she said she was 32 
Mrs. Randle lectured in a G ettys­ 
burg church for two days in 1933 
under the auspices of a local or­ 
ganization and lound business so 
lucrative that she rented a moun­ 
tain cottage on Mount Newman and 
stayed for several weeks. 
She dis­ 
appeared suddenly one morning just 
before officers arrived to serve pa­ 
pers on her in connection with faise 
pretense charges and an assumpsit 
action at Harrisburg in 
which a 
brokerage firm 
sought to recover 
about $3 000 of which Mrs Randle 
was charged with having swindled 
them. 
Weeks later a time was set for trial 
of the case at Harrisburg but Mrs. 
Randle sent word from the south 
that she had been injured in an 
automobile accident and could not 
appear. In January of 1934, she was 
arrested in Alabama on New' Jersey 
charges after a chase across four 
states. 
Later reports reached here 
she was “practicing” in Abilene, 
Kansas, where she claimed to be a 
dietitian consultant for Hollywood 
movie stars

YORK MOTORIST 
IS ACQUITTED IN 
SPEEDING CASE 


A York motorist who appealed to 
the Adams county court for a hear­ 
ing on a speeding charge from the 
office of a justice of the peace won 
a decision of not guilty from Judge 
W. C. Sheely in court here Monday 
afternoon. 
Tile judge directed that 
the defendant, Robert T. Spangler, 
344 Norway street. York, must pay 
the costs of the case which amount 
to more than $26. 
Had he paid his fine and costs 
before the justice his total bill would

Spangler had been arrested on 
September 19 on the Lincoln high­ 
way east of here on a charge of 
speeding at 58 miles an hour. Cor­ 
poral J. G. W arren, the arresting of­ 
ficer from the Gettysburg detail of 
the state motor police, testified he 
followed Spangler for two miles at 
speeds of between 58 and 60 miles 
an hour. Spangler was stopped near 
Guldens. 
Companions Support Driver 
The defendant and his four com­ 
panions, who, Spangler said, would 
lose their jobs with his at Mont Alto 
if he should lose his operator’s li­ 
cense, testified the car’s speed ranged 
between 45 and 50 miles an hour 
while

Spangler said he knew’ he was being 
followed by a policeman. He stated 
also that a short time later he had 
the speedometer of his car tested 
and it was found to be “two miles 
an hour slow.”

WORKMAN who is worthy of his hire often has to w ait a long time 
before th a t fact is recognized by the world. 
George Cissing often 
sold some of his stories for no more th an to feebly nourish his body with 
a few bags of peanuts! 
Probably the most fam ous song in all this world is th a t one bv John 
Howard Payne—“Home. Sweet Home.” 
It first appeared in th e opera 
"Clari,” produced at Covent Garden, in London, on May 8th, 1823 
“Payne knew very little about music, but he had jotted down a few 
notes of an air th at he had heard a girl singing in Italy, w riting the 
words to this measure. Henry A. Bishop, liis» composer, recognized the air 
as Ranz des Vaches and re-arranged it for the opera. 
Payne got about 
$250 for the play, and not a penny for the song!” (Fam iliar Quotations. 
Wesleyan Exhibit Catalog) 
Tile play, for which Payne was paid, lasted but 12 nights — the song, 
however, became instantly famous, and will be beloved forever. 
Payne’s 
nam e was even omitted from the first edition of its printing! 
Ste VMI son was given hardly enough for his fam ous book, “Treasure 
Island,” to pay for a few weeks of living. 
I believe the price was only 
$100. At the time, however, he was overjoyed at its sale. His richest pay 
was recognition, 
A m an’s biggest pay is not contained in the little envelope th a t is given 
to him a t the close of a week of toil. It is in the satisfaction of having 
done something constructive, som ething of worth to his inner life, and to 
the world a t large. 
People who work only for im m ediate pay lose life’s 
choicest gift. 
Could mere pay com pensate for the production of a Lincoln Gettysburg 
address? How much do you think th a t Shakespeare should have received 
for his plays? 
The late Frank Bacon once told me th a t he had turned 
down an offer of $100,000 for a screen rendition of L ightnin’ — “because," 
said he, “I am not com m ercial!” 
The mere friendship of th a t lovable 
character was beyond all price. 
The usual, and nearly always the first, question tusked by a prospective 
employee is this: “How m uch will you pay?” 
But th e em ployer's fust 
question is: “W hat can you do?”
